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Those  Plank  Walks. 

We  have  received  more  complaints 
about  the  few  ililapidated  anti  dangerous 
plank  walks  still  remaining  here  and 
there  about  the  town.  Our  extensive 
and  interesting  out-of-town  correspon¬ 
dence  crowtla  these  complaints  out  of  this 
week’s  issue.  What  possible  reason  can 
the  owners  of  these  walks  give  for  insist¬ 
ing  upon  keeping  these  eye-sores  and  ac 
cording  to  a  recent  correspondent,  foot- 
sores  in  front  of  their  premises  ?  It  can 
not  be  on  the  score  of  expense  that  they 
act  in  this  strange  manner,  for  ahe  walks 
would  furnish  enough  kindling-wood  to 
pay  for  taking  them  up.  In  fact  many  "a 
poor  man  w  ould  be  only  too  glad  to  do 
the  job  for  the  wood.  Of  course  after 
the  planks  come  up  it  woujd  be  l letter  to 
put  something  else  down,  but  safety  of 
life  ami  limb  is  what  pedestrians  would 
be  satisfied  with.  Even  on  the  score  of 
comfort  the  bare  ground  would  be  far 
preferable. 

Ignorance  cannot  be  pleaded,  for  all 
publicly,  and  some,  if  not  all,  privately, 
have  been  urged  to  action.  But  were 
this  not  so  it  cannot  be  supposed  that 
they  have  neither  eyes  nor  feet  to  discover 
for  themselves  what  lies  in  front  of  their 
own  doors.  Their  ears  even,  these  sum¬ 
mer  nights,  should  have  heard  some  of 
the  evil  words,  forced  from  the  lips  of 
luckless  passers-by,  as  with  bruised  bones 
and  torn  clothing  they  resumed  their  way. 

Can  it  lie  possible  that  sheer  perversity 
influences  these  worthy  people,  and  be¬ 
cause  even*  one  else  wishes  them  to  do 
one  tiling  which  is  right  they  are  deter¬ 
mined  to  do  the  other,  though  it  be 
wrong  f  This  can  hardly  be. 

Perhaps— it  is  just  possible — the  same 
spirit  which  prompts  the  small  boy  to 
make  a  slippery  place  on  the  w  alk,  and 
then  cover  it  with  snow  against  the  com¬ 
ing  of  the  old  woman  with  the  basket  of 
eggs  actuates — but  no ;  that  cannot  be, 
either. 

But  further  speculation  is  useless.  The 
owners  of  these  unenviable  possessions 
must  know  the  reason  why  they,  a  few, 
are  willing  to  be  the  cause  of  so  much 
discomfort,  not  to  sav  serious  danger,  to 
the  many.  It  may  be- — who  can  sav — a 
good  one.  But  in  that  case  let  them 
take  pity  and  make  it  known,  so  that  the 
many  may  suffer  and  be  silent. 

It  may  be  added  jthat  the  law  will  ma¬ 
terially  aid  those  who  think  they  have 
suffered  long  enough.

Altoona,  Pa.,  Acocst  15th,  1885. 

The  “Fast  Line”  on  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  gets  under  way  like  an  ocean 
steamer.  It  is  a  huge  train  and  with  its 
dining-cars  and  sleeping-cars  and  draw- 
ing-room-cara  and  passenger -cars  and 
express-cars  it  bears  no  inapt  comparison 
to  a  vessel  Upon  this  great  vehicle  I 
embarked  and  began  my  familiar  journey 
to  accustomed  scenes.  But  as  they  are 
more  usual  to  me  than  to  you  perhaps 
you  will  let  me  describe  them. 

The  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  then,  is 
seen  at  its  best  along  its  main  line. 
This  extends  from  Philadelphia  to  Pitts¬ 
burg  and  is,  like  Ciesar’s  Gaul,  “divided 
into  three  parts.”  One  division  extends  to 
Harrisburg— the  next  from  Harrisburg 
to  Altoona— and  the  third  from  Altoona 
to  Pittsburg.  Part  of  the  “Middle  Divi- 
iim”  between  Huntingdon  and  Altoona  is 
technically  kffow  as  “  the  hilF  and  that 
portion  from  Altoona  to  Gallitzin  on  the 
“Pittsburg  division”  is  known  as  “the 
mountain.”  When  a  train  reaches  Har- 
risburg  behind  time  going  west,  it  is 
necessary  for  the  engineer  to  make  up  his 
time  before  he  reaches  Mifllin,  or,  at  the 
furthest,  Huntingdon,  or  he  mightaa  well 
abandon  the  notion  of  arriving  according 
to  schedule.  When  we,  therefore,  touch¬ 
ed  Harrisburg  eighteen  minutes  late,  { 
walked  forward  to  take  a  look  at  the  new 
tngineer,  for  a  fresh  engine  comes  with 
each  division.  My  friend  Mr.  Bloomer, 
of  the  Motive  Power  department,  kindly 

elped  me  to  the  knowledge  that  the  man 
"hu  “at  >»  bo*  of  “No.  28"  was  -  Jim 


Smith  "  End  than  he  would  undoubtedly 
“pull  us  through.”  When  we  reached 
Mifflin  we  were  exactly  on  the  minute 
and  the  perdictiun  was  fulfilled. 

From  Harrisburg  the  road  follows  the 
Juniata  branch  of  the  Susquehanna — not 
the  “  blue  Juniata”  by  any  means,  but  an 
exceedingly  muddy  stream  whose  “  Alfar 
ata”  has  faded  from  all  memories  except 
those  in  Altoona.  There  they  still  sing 
the  song — and  the  city’s  sewage  makes 
its  pestilential  way  into  the  head  waters 
of  the  river.  But  the  views  of  mountain 
and  valley  are  increasingly  fine.  The 
towns  huddle  closer  and  are  built  as 
they  were  afraid  to  keep  open  ranks. 
Huntington  and  Tyrone  are  in  expansions 
of  the  valleys  and  from  Bellwood  station 
the  Bell’s  Gap  Railroad  strikes  up  into 
the  Clearfield  coal  region.  There  is  als» 
a  spur  at  Huntingdon  going  to  Bedford, 
another  at  Tynone  going  north  to  Lock 
Haven  and  there  are  several  from  Altoona 
going  into  the  country  hereabouts. 

Altoona  lies  along  a  valley  at  the  base 
of  the  last  rise  of  the  Alleghames. 
extends  on  both  sides  of  the  track,  with 
population  of  25,000  or  more  and  is  as 
busy  and  closely  packed  a  place  as  I  have 
ever  seen.  It  is  full  of  men.  These 
shops  utilize  a  vast  force  of  them  and  if 
it  were  necessary  to  recruit  for  a  war, 
soldiers  would  spring  up  here  by  the 
thousand — even  as  they  did  in  1861. 
though  to  a  less  extent  than  now,  since 
the  works  have  grown  marvellously. 

The  east  and  west  sides  of  the  town 
are  joined  by  a  roadway  under  the  trpek. 
another  over  the  track  and  two  across  the 
tracks  together  with  a  quarter  of  a  mile 
of  foot  path  known  as  “  the  bridge”  which 
extends  high  above  the  main  system  of 
tracks  in  the  “yard.”  This  yard  has 
hunilreils  of  cars,  engines  and  men  con 
stantly  busy.  Here  the  weighing  of  cars 
and  the  drilling  of  trains  and  the  shiftin' 
of  engines  goes  on  from  morning  to  night. 
And  it  is  a  curious  study  to  watch  the 
zest  with  which  people  come  to  the  Logan 
House  and  sit  on  the  porches  and  even 
spend  days  and  weeks  of  recreation-time 
in  watching  the  trains.  Through  this 
open  station  before  the  hotel  and  sepa¬ 
rated  from  it  by  high  iron  railings  pass 
es  the  emigrant,  freight  and  tourist  traffic 
of  this  great  railroad.  And  nothing  is 
more  pleasant  than  for  one  to  observe  the 
democratic  spirit  of  “Tom  Scott”  still 
hovering  over  the  scene  and  saving  the 
methods  of  the  company  from  snobbish 
incivility. 

Altoona  itself  has  some  few  good  build 
ings — not  as  many  as  you  might  expect 
from  its  size,  but  still,  more  than  you 
would  surmise  from,  the  character  of  its 
population.  It  was  in  a  “north-west 
county”  of  the  Logan  House — which  he 
facetiously  described  as  being  “  about  as 
big  as  the  State  of  Rhode  Island” — that 
Bob  Burdette,  (whom  I  met  by  the  way 
in  Philadelphia)  said  that  they  put  him 
to  sleep.  The  churches  are  capacious. 
The  Second  Presbyterian,  whose  pastor  is 
Rev.  J.  L.  Russell,  will  seat  twelve  hun¬ 
dred  persons  without  extra  accommoda¬ 
tions,  and  there  are  at  least  three  others 
which  will  give  quarters  to  an  audience 
of  six  or  seven  hundred 

There  are  two  daily  newspapers — the 
Tribmp  and  the  7 Hines,  respectively  Re¬ 
publican  and  Democratic.  My  friend 
Schwartz,  a  reconstructed  Democrat,  ed¬ 
its  the  former,  and  the  latter  is  new  to 
me,  but  I  suppose  they  have  a  Republi¬ 
can  to  run  it.  The  papers  are  as  alike 
as  two  peas — except  in  journalism.  There 
I  find  the  traces  of  that  upright  and 
downright  style  of  truth-telling  which, 
under  Schwartz  and  Providence,  has 
made  the  Tribune  a  success.  Among, 
other  matters  this  journal  has  attacked 
the  great  threatening  danger  of  Altoona 
— namely,  the  drainage  and  sewage  prob¬ 
lem.  I  wish  it  every  success  in  this  en¬ 
terprise,  for  nothing  is  more  imperative. 
There  are  a  cOuple  of  mills  at  the  east¬ 
ern  end  of  town  which  are  still  holding 
on  to  their  water  rights,  and  which  run 
by  evolving  steam  from  the  dammed-up 
filth  that  pours  along  to  them.  The  city 
government  ought  to  buy  them  out  or 
break  them  down  or  do  something  by 
which  they  will  be  compelled  to  grant  a 
free  passage  to  the  water.  I  am  sur¬ 
prised  that  they  are  still  obstructing  the 
march  of  improvement,  for  they  were 
detrimental  to  themselves  and  to  others 
several  years  ago. 

Of  course  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
makes  the  place — and  yet  you  will  find  a 
great  deal  here  that  is  outside  of  the  rail¬ 
road.  But  in  almost  every  case  it  would 
be  a  business  started  by  or  belonging  to 
some  one  who  was  at  sometime  in  the 
past  an  employee.  Thus  the  influence  of 
the  railroad  isfelt  in  every  direction.  And 
it  is  very'  strongly  in  the  line  of  culture 
and  education.  Thus  Dr.  C.  B.  Dudley, 
the  chemist  of  the  road,  is  at  the  head  of 
the  new  Board  of  Health  and  is  heartily 
fighting  nuisances ;  and  then  G.  W.  Strat¬ 
ton,  who  is  in  charge  of  the  great  “  upper” 
shops,  has  been  placed  upon  the  School 
Board,  where  he  is  doing  excellent  work 
in  advancing  the  interests  committed  to 
his  care.  Indeed  Altoona,  which  is  be¬ 
hind  Bloomfield  in  many  important  par¬ 
ticulars  is  decidedly  ahead  of  us  in  school 
matters.  And  I  venture  to  add  that 
\Bloomfield  School  matters  need  to  be  jog¬ 
ged  and  started  along  independent  of 
such  comparisons.  The  western  ideas 
have  begun  to  prevail  here — and  western 
ideas  as  to  school  discipline  and  curricu¬ 


lum  are  ahead  of  th<«e  m  many  towns 
and  villages  in  the  east 

Around  Altoona  there  is  a  great  deal  of 
natural  beauty  which,  lu  one  who  knoWB 
the  r«*a*la  and  mountains,  can  be  Large! 
enjoyed.  J  ust  <  mt  of  the  town  is  Allegha 
ny  Furnace,  the  resilience  for  many  years 
of  the  Baker  family.  .All  through  Penn 
svl vania  vou  will  find  this  “iron  aristoc 
racy  ”— the  “foundry  families”  as  they  are 
sometimes  called — a  ho  have  built  great 
manor  Lous*-*  and  have  surrounded  them 
selves  with  comforts  like  any  English 
squire  or  1<  >r*  L  The  house  at  .Alleghany 
Furnace  is  really  a  grand  one.  It  is  ex 
actly  like  the  White  House  in  point  of 
architecture  and  like  it  again,  owing 
the  exigencies  of  later  jiopulation  and 
growth,  thri  back  of  the  house  is  now  tjii 
front.  In  these  ample  parlors  is  a  suit  lof 
carved  oak  furniture  which  would  make 
the  eyes  of  a  Fifth  Avenue  collector  ex 
pand  with  wonder.  There  is  but  one  oth¬ 
er  similar  suite  in  America  and  the  con¬ 
trast  of.  such  furniture,  paintings  and 
grounds,  with  much  that  is  squalid  anil 
dingy  in  Altoona  itself,  is  very  noticeable. 
Nor  is  this  the  only  really  rich  and  beau¬ 
tiful  home  hereabouts,  by  any  means. 

Beyond  this  fine  old  mansion  and  back 
of  Altoona  lies  Pleasant  Valley.  Enter¬ 
ing  this  at  the  end  where  the  Hollidays 
burg  turnpike  crosses  its  single  road,  the 
Graduate  and  I  strolled  gently  along  to¬ 
wards  “The  Kettle.”  The  valley  is  full 
of  peace,  with  apple  orchards  basking  in 
the  sun  anil  a  farm  or  two  whose  fields 
show  thrift  and  diligence.  Even  “  Mud 
town”  m  the  centre,  which  is  about  a  half- 
hour’s  walk  from  Altoona  looks  up  placid 
ly  at  the  struggling  outpost  houses  of  the 
dirty,  bustling  city  beyond,  which  have 
come  to  peer  at  it  over  the  top  of  the  in¬ 
tervening  hill. 

“The  Kettle”  is  in  Black’s  Gap,  where 
the  road  from  Licking  Valley  crosses — and 
crossed  as  far  back  as  Revolutionary  times, 
for  there  was  a  lead  mine  here  anil  the  Con 
tinentals  were  in  need  of  bullets.  It  is  a 
great  open  space  among  the  mountains 
with  a  road  which  is  wonderfully  smooth 
and  romantic, lieside  whose  winding  course 
foams  anil  rushes  a  mountain  stream  of 
the  purest  water.  Here  you  find  the  great 
ant-hills — a  dozen  of  them  at  least — one 
of  which  the  Graduate  sketched  in 
prompt  and  satisfac  tory  maimer.  These 
structures  are  conical  and  are  reared  by 
a  small  reddish  ant  who  bites  like  fury  if 
he  happens  to  get  his  pincers  into  your 
flesh.  Once  I  took  a  saw  and  cut  into 
the  biggist  of  them,  laying  open  the  gal¬ 
leries  within.  I  know  all  about  ant-bites 
since  that  time !  And  I  found  the  other 
day  that  identical  ant-hill,  which  is  now 
repaired  and  in  excellent  condition  and 
ready  to  survive  four  Store  years.  In  fact 
I  think  these  hills  are  like  houses,  and 
where  they  are  built  they  remain.  They 
do  not  become  much  larger.  I  see  no 
difference  in  them  now  from  what  they 
used  -to  be.  They  are  about  two  and  a 
half  to  three  feet  in  liight  and  the  space 
around  them  is  always  clear — not  natur¬ 
ally,  but  by  the  constant  work  of  these 
little  wood-choppers  and  pioneers. 

I  am  making  this  letter  too  long  fot 
me  to  add  to  it  a  description  of  the  Bell’s 
Gap  Railroad  or  of  the  excursion  over 
that  most  romantic  railway — for  the  fact 
is  that  it  wants  a  chapter  by  itself  and  it 
gave  me  a  cinder  in  my  eye  as  a  reminder 
to  do  it  justice.  S.  W.  D.
